Must Look Ahead 

One recreational facility that is a “must” in any 
town is a baseball diamond — not .only to encourage 
boys and men alike to participate in this wholesome, 
healthy outdoor sport, but to provide the necessary 
setting for the ball tournaments and sports days that 
are held every summer. 

Vulcan is on the way to losing its present ball 
diamond. Possibly not this year but very likely next 
year. The town has purchased forty acres of land to 
serve the recreational needs of the community, but 
this land is bare summerfallow and stubble. Action 
should be taken immediately to seed at least part of 
this area to grass, so that it will be in shape a year 
from now to be made into a baseball diamond and 
sports grounds. A two year lapse from the time it is 
seeded until it is to be used would be better still, but it 
is obvious that time cannot be wasted and that the 
seeding to glass should be done immediately. 


Town Council Goes Shopping 

While we’re on the subject of town matters, we’d 
like to commend the town council for their recent pur¬ 
chase of a motor patrol fop-street maintenance. The 
need for such a piece of equipment has been felt for 
years, but the high initial cost has always blocked its 
purchase. 

However, when a five-year-old machine, in excel¬ 
lent condition, was offered for sale by the City of 
Lethbridge, some of the town fathers made a quick 
trip to Lethbridge, inspected the machine and bought 
it on the spot. Before the recent snow and cold weath¬ 
er came, it was already at work levelling and ditching 
Vulcan streets. 

The deplorable condition of many local streets 
and the need of proper maintenance machinery is too 
obvious to need comment. An improvement can be ex¬ 
pected this year. 

The need of a water tower to serve the town is 
growing steadily more urgent and while they were in 
Lethbridge, town councillors inspected an unused wat¬ 
er tower that is for sale at a giveaway price. The 
catch is whether or not the immense structure can be 
moved. If it is suitable, and if it can be moved and re¬ 
erected in Vulcan, it might mean a saving of possibly 
$25,000 for the town. 

Still Going Up 

Removal of the 15 per cent sales tax on newsprint 
purchase by Canadian publishers, announced in the re¬ 
cent budget, was soon followed by an announcement 
by most producing companies that the cost of news¬ 
print would be increased $10.00 per ton, effective Ap¬ 
ril 1st. 

In the past few years the newsprint companies of 
Canada have steadily increased the price of their pro¬ 
duct—and the amount is always the same, $10.00 per 
ton. 

Many publishers are suggesting that there is no 
need for the April increase in newsprint prices and 
they point to the profit recently announced by the 
Bowater Newfoundland Pulp and Paper Mill, whose 
net profits rose from $4,069,829 in 1951 to $4,617,474 
in 1952. Nor will the publishers be called upon to shed 
any tears for the Howard Smith Paper Mills Limited 
which recently announced earnings for 1952 of $9,- 
811,721, after deducting $4,241,107 for depreciation 
and depletion. Net profits for the year were given as 
$3,826,882. 

If these companies are having a hard time getting 
along their net earnings do not show any cause for 
tears. 



The fears of a month or so ago that this would 
be a dry spring, with not sufficient moisture to start 
the crop, have changed to the suspicion that it might 
be a cold, wet spring and that it might be a struggle 
to get the crop in.

Fertilizers: Fertilization of our 
soils i.- quite common practise in 
Alberta with some districts using 
it more than others. In the first 
place it is a well known fact that 
all soils do not require the same 
fertilizer, some require nitrogen, 
some phosphorous and some re¬ 
quire both of these nutrients. 
Most of the prairie and parkland 
soils are usually short of phos¬ 
phates, they normally A>ntain 
plenty of sulphur and varying sup 
plies of nitrogen. The result of 53 
tests in the black and black tran¬ 
sition soils of central Alberta from 
1941-1950 using 11-48-0 at the rate 
of 25 lbs. per acre showed an in¬ 
crease of 5.9 bushels and with an 
application of 50 lbs. showed an 
increase of 8.4 bushels per acre, 
then in the dark brown and thin 
black areas on 65 tests during the 
same years using 25 lbs. per acre 
showed an increase of 7.3 and at 
5(i lbs. application showed an in¬ 
crease of 9.9 bus. to the acre. 
These trials-were conducted under 
farm conditions, using farmers 
own equipment as they seeded in 
the normal way. Then again the 
moisture conditions of certain 
years show a great difference in 
comparison with fertilized and un¬ 
fertilized soils. 

At the University of Alberta 
soils department farm at Edmon¬ 
ton the average increase with 
phosphate fertilizers from the 
years 1930-1948 was 5.7 bushels, 
the wet years showing a much 
greater increase than the dry 
when compared with fertilized and 
unfertilized soil. 

There is always the question 
"What fertilizer do I need?” and 
in answer to that I would say, 
find out what elements your soil 
is deficient in and then buy the 
fertilizer most suitable to your 
needs, the percentage of each nut 
rient is plainly marked on the 
sacks and is for your protection. 

On one soil obtained from the 
north central part of the County 
after a soil analysis, the Univer¬ 
sity recommended a fertilizer 16- 
20-0, applied at the rate of 50 lbs. 
per acre. That being an analysis 
of 16 percent nitrogen, 20 percent
